two men in a riot in the Polish district on La Grange street near 
midnight Tuesday. Another man was shot in the leg, making 
amputation necessary, and a little girl was wounded in the knee. 
BYSTANDERS ARE VICTIMS 
OF SOLDIERS' BULLETS 


The men killed were bystanders, and did not work at. tho 


Overland plant. The night riot occurred when a soldier-police- 
man appeared armed on the street. He was chased to a district 
fire station, where he telephoned for aid. Four truckloads of sol- 
dier-police arrived and fired fhto the crowd. Captain. Leonard 
Spach, their commander, said that the soldiers fired only after 
they were assailed with bricks. 


Of the 25 men injured during the day and night of Tuesday, 


two are expected to die. Riot calls from workers' neighborhoods 
came into police headquarters all night long. 
OVERLAND FACTORY CLOSED 
BY REQUEST OF CITY 


The Overland factory, center of the trouble, was closed on 


request of the city, and no fresh outbreak of violence occurred. 
Thousands of strikers gathered outside the Overland plant, jeer- 
ing and in some cases chasing the 15 or 20 persons who applied 
at the gates for admission. Soldier-police did not make an ap- 
pearance at the plant Wednesday morning. The regular city 
policemen, aided by pickets from the unions involved, succeeded 
in keeping the crowd outside the plant moving.

The result may be that the system may suffer 
and some of the good teachers lost to cities paying higher sal- 
aries 


WHILE THIS CONDITION exists and the schools are faced 
with one of the most difficult periods in their history, politics 
at the state capital promises to perpetuate the hard times. 
The Republican legislature and Democratic governor are dead- 
locked on relief measures. One suggests one means and the 
other a different scheme and as a result nothing has been 
done. 


THE GOVERNOR has suggested what seems to be a sensible 
means of getting immediate relief for cities and schools, while 
the plan suggested by the legislature and vetoed by the chief 
executive would require time, which is vital now.

•wants to give the power to boards of education and cities to 
issue certificates of indebtedness to pay off existing deficits 
and put them on a cash basis and at a later date give further 
relief. The project of the legislature would mean a special 
election at which the voters could approve or reject the pro- 
posal to exceed the limitations of the Smith one per cent law.

FARMERS AGREE 


ON WHEAT PRICE 


Local Figures Based on Federal 


Rate at New York—Many 


at Meeting 


An agreement over the price o 


wheat was reached yesterday after- 
noon at a meeting of 250 farmers 
millers and grain dealers from Allen 
and 
adjoining 
counties. 
It 
was 


agreed that the farmer should re- 
ceive approximately the following 
prices at the local elevators: No. 1 
$2.11 to $2.13; No. 2, $2.08 to $2.- 
10; J*o. 3, $2.04 to $2.06. These 
prices were determined on the gov- 
ernment's price of $2.39 1-2 at New 
York for No. 1 wheat with a freight 
rate of 15 cents a bushel, and with 
the additional terminal charges anc 
the cost of handling and financing 
at the local elevater. 


Farmers were cautioned 
against 


glutting the market by immediately 
hauling their wheat to the elevator: 
after harvest. 
To offset this tend- 


ency It was agreed that the farmer 
should 
receive In addition to 
the 


minimum price, a storage charge o) 
one cent a bushel for each 10 days 
beginning July 1, and that after 90 
days the storage charge be reduced 
to 
one cent a bushel for each 
15 


days. 
* 


Resolutions also were passed rec- 


ommending county farm bureaus to 
adopt 
two of the highest yielding 


varieties of wheat in their counties 
and to attempt to standardize these.

FREER LOANS NOW 
A BIG ASSISTANCE 
IN U, S, BUILDING 


Renewed Co-operation Between 
Large Mortgage Interests and 


Builders Held Encouraging 


NEW YORK—Further evidence of 


renewed co-operation between large 
mortgage interests and builders, lack 
of which for some time past has 
checked the progress of construction 
on a large scale, a result due largely 
to efforts made by unscrupulous 
speculators to place loans unwarrant- 
ed by appraisals, is a feature of the 
activity in building circles. Although 
hotly assailed by this type of build- 
er, who claims he will be driven out 
of business 
if the 
plan to 
force 


amortization 
continues, 
there 
is 


sound reason why lending 
institu- 


tions have hesitated in 
furnishing 


construction funds on first 
mort- 


gages as freely as before the war. 


The responsibility for an increased 


cost of lending capital can be direct- 
ly traced to this condition of mis- 
trust. The scarcity of available funds 
held by the title and life insurance 
companies and savings banks after 
they absorbed a large part of all 
Government issues has made for an 
expected rate of 6 percent, and with 
it comes a closer scrutiny of all proj- 
ects on which money is advanced 


It is only a short time ago that 


the speculative builder could get a 
bank to accept the appraisal of a 
broker whose connectione might not 
be of the best, only for the bank 
to find later 
than 
an 
excessive 


amount had been loaned 
on 
the 


project. 
Evidence of this is to be 


found in many large cities where 
lending companies have had to take 
over title to considerable property 
that had been over-appraised to such 
an extent that the speculator was wil- 
ling to turn over the property 
to 


the company for the face value of 
the mortgage. 


Since the war this state of affairs 


has undergone a decided change for 
the better. 
Additional safeguards 


have been taken by the mortgage in- 
stitutions to guard against the rep- 
rehensible methods 
of unprincipled 


speculators. 
Appraisals have 
been 


put in the hands of competent men, 
the amortization clause placed 
in 


contracts, and 
other 
precautions 


taken to enable operators to judge 
their equity wjh more certainty, and 
to allow building on a more normal 
basis. 


trust on the part of the banks 
in 


the larger cities was unfortunately 
reflected In the smaller municipali- 
ties with thd consequence that the 
wel-intentioned builder or the man 
who desires to construct a r.ew home 
has had to bear the onus and pay 
the increased rate 
on loans. 
The 


moral hazard in transactions of this 
nature Is as pronounced as in fire 
Insurance, and becomes an Important 
factor in the placing of a loan. It 
is not just that the snial Investtor 
shall suffer for the suspicions that 
are rightfully directed against cer- 
tain classes of speculative builders 
who use questionable methods 
to 


finance their projects and shall have 
to pay a premium that ordinarily he 
would not he asked to give.
